Wounded Near
Metz, France

After crossing: ‘the  Moselle
with his Armored Infantry com-
pany, Private First Class Henry
M. Simons, 32, of 2058 250th s
Lomita, Calif., reached positions
near Metz before he was
knocked out of action by mor-
tar fragments. He has been
awarded the Purple Heart at
185th United States Army gen-
eral hospital in England where
he is recovering from his
wounds. 3

Lieutenant -R. D. .Vachen of
Sanford, Me,, his ward officer,
said: “Pfc. S{mons is getting
along fine and his recovery is
rapid.” 5

“Ten dnyé after landing in
France I joined my unit in a
bivouac area. near a small
French town,” said Pfe. Simons.
“Six days later. we jumped off
in"a‘ drive for the Moselle river.”

After an all-night ride in' a
half-track his unit reached the
river and crossed at dusk the
following afternoon, v

“We dug in for the night as
intermittent sniper fire and ma-
chine - guns rattled in the dis-
tance,” he said. “Early next
morning we were hit by a sud-
den 88mm barrage. Two tanks
went up in flames before we lo-
‘cated the 88s in a cemetery and

.| silenced them.”

Pushing ahead through infan-
try fire the soldiers advanced
through a small village before
being forced to dig in.

‘“Jerry eapproached our - posi-
tions and was driven back by
bazodka,” Pfe, Simons said.
“Two days later the Germans
threw a heavy mortar barrage
over and I was hit in the arm
by a shell which struclk only a
few feet away. Medical soldiers
gave me first aid and I was
carried to safety in a jeep.”

Pfe. Simons entered the Army
in January, 1944, and received
his training at Camp Fannin,
Texas. His wife, Mrs. Juanita
Simons, and daughter,  Gloria
Jean, live at the 250th st. ad-
dress. He is the son of Math
Simons of Savanna, Okla, Two
brothers, J, A, and Anton, are
serving with the Army,
